[From R e c o r d -U n io n ’s Special Correspondent.] 


D u n s m u ir , February 13th.—The passen­ 
ger train is now leaving here for the south 
every m orning at 8 o’clock, in charge of 
conductor Anstey. Transfers are made at 
tunnel No. 9, where a large slide blocks the 
way, and passengers reach Kedding about 
noon. Baggage, m ail and express are also 
carried on this train. 
Mail for points north of here is hauled 
to Mott on sleighs, and there a special un 
der conducler Brooks carries it and passen 
gers also as far north as A shland. It is 
»aid that this train will make a trip every 
other day, as it takes about twelve hours 
to m ake the run each way. 
The R e co rd -U n io n correspondent ar­ 
rived at Mott last night from Ashland on 
the first passenger train that has run be­ 
tween these two points for a m onth. The 
road over the Siskiyou M ountains is very 
rough in places, and new slides a're apt to 
come down, bnt gangs of men are at work, 
and so far have kept ¡he road clear. 
In coming down yesterday the engine 
was derailed once, and also the caboose. It 
was the work of but a few m inutes, how ­ 
ever, to replace both. This m orning the 
train started north again from Mott at 7:30. 
Mr. Pratt, w ith his work trpjn, was five 
m iles E outh of Glendale lait evening. The 
latter place is 09 miles north ot A shland, and 
is the commencement of the section where 
the track is badly washed out. Mr. P ratt 
says it will probably be a couple of days 
before he can get over the washouts there, 
which range in length from 200 to 600 feet. 
In most of these places the track will 
have to be cribbed, but where ties and rails 
are convenient a tem porary track will be 
laid around these washouts, and by this 
means the work train can push ahead m ore 
rapidly. The cribbing under the track will 
have to be from six to eight feet in night, 
and the washouts are so num erous that an 
im m ense quantity of lum ber will have to 
be used. 
Mr. P ratt has arranged these m atters 
already, however, and will have ou band 
all the ties that are needed to do the crib" 
bir.g work. 
Once the track in Cow Creek 
canyon is relaid the train will work along 
rapidly, as then the worst part of the road 
will have been repaired. 
Superintendent Lindberg of the Shasta 
Division, which extends from Red Blnff to 
Ashland, returned from Tunnel No. 9, 
about twenty miles below here, where he 
has been taking a active part in clearing 
the imm ense slide below there. 
W . S. Palm er had imm ediate charge over 
the men until to day, when he was sue 
ceeded by Division Road master Cooiey. 
Mr. Palm er goes north to join Mr. P ratt’s 
force at Glendale. This slide is probably 
the largest that has ever occurred on the 
division, and has kept work trains there 
already for two weeks. 
No one is more anxious that the road 
should be cleared 
than Superintendent 
Lindberg, and he is almost constantly 
with his workm en, urging them on, and 
endeavoring to push it as rapidly as it can 
possibly be done. 
Mr. Lindberg was seen 
by the R ecord U n io n correspondent last 
evening, after his return, and gave the re­ 
porter a good idea of how the work is being 
carried on at the tunnel. 
“ I don’t think we can open the road 
there for five or six days,” said Mr. L ind­ 
berg, “ although we have 310 men at work, 
beside thirtv horses and carts. 
The air is 


mained in the State. 
There is a dual 
lower House, and we did not desire to be 
compelled to recognize it 
b s a legal body. 
We made all m anner of overtures to the 
Republicans for an investigation of the 
Silver Bow election, and challenged them 
to show fraud, but all our courting in that 
direction proved fruitless. 
Our opponents 
resisted us from the beginning to the end. 
The clim ax was reached a week ago yester­ 
day. 
We were in session when the Presi­

Then we decided to 
block ail business. 
“W e have played in this way for eight 
days and we are tired of it. 
We shall re­ 
main from hom e till the Legislature ad­ 
journs sine die.”

“ That part of the slide closest to the 
m outh of the tunnel is composed mostly of 
m ud, and it is vety hard work to remove 
such m aterial. The further end of the 
slide, however, is dry m aterial, and the 
horses and carts are doing effective work 
there. The track now is covered for a dis­ 
tance of 75 feet.” 
Mr. Lindberg also stated that they had 
built a blacksm ith shop at the tunnel, and 
also sheds to accommodate the horses 
which are there at work, and the place 
looked like a small-sized station. 
“ We propose, after we clear the track,” 
said he, “to build a strong shed over the 
track, extending from the sidehill down 
over the road, so that when a slide occurs 
hereafter it will strike the shed and glance 
off’ down to the bank of the river. Heavy 
tim bers will be used, so as to be able to 
w ithstand alm ost any weight.” 
Regarding the condition of the road be- 
tweeu DuHsmuir and Mott, Mr. Lindberg 
stated that he had 100 men at work on the 
slides, and expected ts have everything in 
order there by Saturday.

IO W A LEG ISLA TU RE. 


G overnor L a rra h e e Sends in a L engthy 
M essage. 


D es M o in e s (la.), February 13th.—The 
Democratic caucns to-day rejected the pro­ 
position for a compromise made by the 
Republicans yesterday. 
The Democrats 
the” offered a proposition for an equal di­ 
vision of the comm ittees and a settlem ent 
of the Speakership by lot, but the Republi­ 
cans prom ptly rejected it, and say they will 
consider no other action as the proposition 
their ultim atum was rejected. 
Governor Larrabee sent in his message 
to the Legislature to-day. 
No one had re­ 
ceived any intim ation that it would come 
before the perm anent organization. 
It is 
very long, probably 20,000 words. 
It is in 
a great part a review of the condition of 
Stale institutions, with recommendations 
as to legislation for their benefit. 
H e also 
takes a great deal of space for two subjects, 
railroads and prohibition, in which he is 
most interested. 
H e claims th at experience has justified 
the railroad legislation of the last eeneral 
assembly. 
H e makes some radical recom­ 
m endations for the future. 
H e favors a two-cent fare on first-class 
roads and the establishm ent of joint rates. 
He thinks railroads should be prohibited 
from engaging in the coal or m eat busi­ 
ness or from doing anything else besides 
railroad work proper, so as not to compete 
with persons engaged in other kinds of 
business. 
He thinks Commissioners should be em ­ 
ployed to compel railroads to tell who are 
their stockholders, and give their resi­ 
dence ; also the salaries of all the general 
officers. He thinks the laws against nasscs 
should be enforced more strictly. 
He reviews at length the prohibition 
situation in this State, and claims that the 
law has been very successful. He argues 
against any change in the present poiicy of 
the State, but thinks the laws should be 
am ended so as to prevent undue searchers 
of private houses or malicious persecu­ 
tions. 
He advises redactions of telegraph tolls 
to twenty-five cents for twenty words. As 
a whole his railroad ideas are not as 9evere 
as they were two years ago, when they 
called out the Granger legislation. 
The message was received without read­ 
ing. and the Legislature resumed its usual 
routine.

These buildings are owned by Fos­ 
ter & Co., Leopold Schepp and W illiam 
H erron it Co., of this city, and m erchants 
of Boston and Philadelphia. 
These m erchants trade with the San 
Bias Indians, and they carried lumber from 
here and erected storehouses ou the San 
Bias coast. The Indians collect cocoanuts 
and other products of their territory for 
these merchants. They store these goods 
in the storehouses until a trading vessel ar­ 
rives. 
Mr. Fos'er was informed yesterday that 
the Colombian gunboat lot Popp, carried 
away or destroyed all the goods iu these 
warehouses during the absence of the In ­ 
dians. The Colombians found none of the 
aborigines on the coast save some squaws, 
who made an effort to defend the property. 
They raised the American flag over the 
buildings and prepared to defend them . 
The flags were hauled down and torn into 
shreds by the crew of the gunboat, wbo 
after having sacked the storehouses, tore 
rings from the ears end noses of the squaws 
and then treated them with great brutality

THE SAMOANS SATISFIED. 


Commander Hunker, of the sloop-of-war 
Adams, has transmitted to the Secretary 
of the Navy a report of the political 
affairs in Samoa, that is very gratifying. 
From the documents accompanying the 
Commander’s report we learn that the sit­ 
uation in the island kingdom is one of 
peace that is not likely to be disturbed. 
Malietoa has been seated as King without 
a breath of opposition, and the principal 
chiefs of the rebel Tamasese have come in 
and acknowledged the rule of the old 
King, assured him of their intention to re­ 
main true to the new order of things, and 
of their satisfaction with the action of the 
Powers. 
The address of these chiefs is 
transmitted. I t is very explicit and very 
poetic, and is rich with assurances that the 
people are not only content but overjoyed 
at the turn affairs have taken. 
The chiefs 
dwelt at length upon the great good 
anticipated for the islands because of the 
unity of the interests now accomplished. 
Malietoa responded to his visitors, say­ 
ing: 
Y our speech is good. I give thankB because 
a ll of you have come here. This day o u r group 
of islands tru ly have peace an d friendship. 
Sam oa w ill live in peace and love to ouc an ­ 
other. There w ill be no m ore w ars or like dis­ 
tress. A ll w ill live together m peace, because 
each an d every district au d people w ill be con­ 
tin u ally receiving good instructions. And now 
I give ih an k s for th is day, an d now I w ill in­ 
form you there shall be no great m eeting m ade. 
M any years in th e past we have bad great m eet­ 
ings for peace an d u n ity but none o i them ever 
resulted in good lor Samoa, bu t th e best plan of 
a ll an d one w hich w ill bring blessing to Samoa 
is, let every m an retu rn to his ow n hom e and to 
its rulers and m ake friends w ith them , an d w ait 
u n til I call h im to tak e some office in the Gov­ 
ernm ent. 


The chiefs thus addressed represented a 
meeting of those who had been in arms 
against the government. The spokesman 
of the delegation therefore responded to 
the King: 
’Tis good. We w ill retu rn to those gathered 
together a t Lufilufi an d tell th em th e words 
your M ajesty has spoken. 
The report of Commander Hunker fur­ 
ther says that the German agents are now 
so well satisfied that permanent peace has 
been established, that orders in pursuance 
of their request have issued for the with­ 
drawal from the islands of the German 
ships of war, as their presence is no longer 
necessary. All this is very gratifying, and 
tends to confirm the wisdom of our Berlin 
Commissioners in settling upon the terms 
of the Samoan treaty so recently ratified 
by the United States Senate. 
From this 
time forward the Samoan question ceases 
to have interest. 


W i t h o u t now discussing the abstract 
wisdom of the policy of the Government 
in the matter of establishing a postal tele­ 
graph system, it may be said that the 
proposition of the Postmaster-General to 
make delivery of messages through the 
Postoffice carrier system is one that does 
not address itself forcibly to the mind. 
The value of a telegrapic means of com­ 
munication lies mainly in the immediate 
delivery of the message. This, therefore, 
is a feature that may well be discussed as 
one of the preliminary details of the 
scheme having a direct bearing upon the 
question of the policy of the Government 
in establishing post routes to be operated 
by electrical methods. 
It may be said in 
defense of the letter carrier as a telegraph 
messenger, that his office will still enable 
the delivery of a communication to be 
made as much earlier as the difference l>e- 
tween mail and wire transmission, and 
that for speedier delivery the citizen will 
have the same means now aflorded by 
private 
companies. 
Another 
inquiry 
precedent to a discussion of the policy, 
and that needs to be understood, is whether 
the Postmaster-General proposes to con 
duct the postal telegraph upon the basis of 
a uniform system of charges regardless of 
distance and amount of business done, as 
letter delivery is now conducted. 
On 
this 
latter 
point 
we 
have 
not 
yet information as to the propositions in 
Mr. W auamaker’s bill submitted to the 
House Committee. So, too, it is essential 
to know whether it is proposed to lease 
lines continually, or only as an experi­ 
ment, and whether it is proposed that the 
Government shall go into the business of 
telegraphy in competition with citizens. 
W hile it is admitted that the drift of the 
public sentiment is favorable to such un­ 
dertaking by the Government, it is also 
true that there is a strong feeling that it 
is unwise for the Government in a repub­ 
lic to engage in such business, as it indi­ 
cates a paternal tendency that many earn­ 
est friends of the republic view with ap­ 
prehension. The public will await the 
appearance of the bill with interest, and 
in the meantime the thought of the people 
will be directed to the abstract question of 
the wisdom of establishing a telegraphic 
system under Government contrcl at all. 
So far as debate has progressed upon that 
point, it has resulted in strong affirmation 


of tb e policy and has received the support • 
of the better statesmanship of the country. 


O n e could have safely forecast that in 
the matter of the ruling of Speaker Reed 
both the New Ycrk E vening Post and the 
New York Times would be found on the 
Democratic side. And when the papers 
come to hand, “sure enough,” there they 
are. Both are able journals, among the 
ablest of the day, and yet while each pro­ 
fesses to have regard for the Republican 
party, neither loses an opportunity to as­ 
sail it. 
In this matter, of the ascertain­ 
ment of a quorum, it must be said, how­ 
ever, that the Post finds nothing in the 
Constitution of the United 
States, as 
in the organic instruments of many States, 
providing that there shall be a roll-call 
and a quorum voting. 
It, therefore, is 
compelled to fall back upon precedent, 
long custom and the reasoning that the 
usage tends to do no injury, while it com­ 
pels a majority to attend, and checks the 
extravagance of a dormant faction. 
But 
why are not equally as worthy ends ac­ 
complished by the proposed new rule, 
that will count as present those really 
bodily present, aud by holding those pres­ 
ent responsible for legislation had? That 
is to say, why should tbe minority escape 
responsibility for legislation by sitting in 
silence? W hy should not it be held re­ 
sponsible for any legislative accomplish­ 
ment, if by silence it gives consent? 


I t appears that the “seat swindle” is not 
practiced by the Abbey-Grau-Patti combi­ 
nation alone. 
In New York, according to 
the Post, applicants for seats at the Metro­ 
politan Opera House to hear “Gotterdam 
merung” were told that there were no seats 
to be had, absolutely not one, except in the 
front row of the orchestra, where no lover 
of opera willingly sits. Where then could 
seats he had, if not at the box office ? “Oh, 
at the Gilsey House, the Fifth Avenue or 
the Windsor some one might be found with 
seats to sell.’' 
And so it was ; at each of 
those houses seats in plenty were for sale 
—but it required the application of a few 
silver dollars extra to make tickets forth­ 
coming. There ought to be some means 
of compelling these show people to honestly 
deal with the public. 
If a hotel-keeper 
advertises the price of rooms the law com­ 
pels him to keep his oiler good, and no 
subterfuge will avail him in refusal, cer­ 
tainly not such as those behind which the 
manager of opera hides. 


S a n B e r n a r d i n o country has a large 
and creditable exhibition of her products 
on view in New York city. We have held) 
and still think, that these county and 
limited exhibitions are not the best; that 
the whole State, and not a mere section of 
it, should be presented to the people of the 
East by show of representative products in 
exhibitions. 
But since the people of San 
Bernardino think differently, we trust that 
they will realize the wisdom of forbidding 
their agents in charge of the exhibition 
presenting the exhibits comparatively, or 
accompanied by representation detrimental 
to other sections. Nothing more preju­ 
dices the mind of the visitor against the 
State than the assault of one section upon 
another. Every exhibitor of our products 
should stand for California, and the whole 
of California, however much he lauds his 
own country or district. By that method 
he inspires respect for his representations 
and gives the visitor to understand that 
there is no other side to the matter. 


T h e action of the Democratic Senators 
of Montana in fleeing from the State to de­ 
feat a quorum, and thus throw the selec­ 
tion of United States Senators into thehands 
of the Governor, is disgraceful. It is 
worse, it is revolutionary. It defeats the 
will of the people and practically sus­ 
pends the functions of a republican form 
of government. When a party cannot 
control through parliamentary and legisla­ 
tive methods, it should submit. To with­ 
draw and flee and defy the State to carry 
on its business is in contempt of the sov­ 
ereign, the people. No possible excuse 
can be advanced for such action that will 
receive the concurrence of the people. It 
may be it is a sharp trick ; but so, too, is 
that of the thimble-rigger who robs an 
unsophisticated traveler. 


T h e Colombian Government must be 
called to account for the outrage to the 
flag of the United States on the San Bias 
coast. 
The colors were raised over Amer­ 
ican property by Indian employes and 
representatives of American owners ; the 
flag was torn down by Colombian naval 
officials and trampled in the dust. 
It is 
true that the standard was not floated by 
any American official, and this will prob­ 
ably be made an excuse for the outrage, 
but at least the Colombian officials will 
be expected to apologize for the unseemly 
violence shown by the naval officers. 


THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


T h e United States Senate has acted 
wisely in extending its congratulations to 
the Provisional Government of Brazil. 
Sufficient evidence that the Republic is 
the choice of the people of Brazil is now 
at hand, and the United States owes it to 
the principles of free government to recog­ 
nize the eflort of the Brazilian people to 
govern themselves. Congratulation, how­ 
ever, may well precede formal recognition, 
which will be early enough when the ad­ 
ministration is chosen at the ballot-box. 


J u s t what the Queen’s Government 
means by the promise to present a bill for 
the government of Ireland fashioned after 
the legislation for local government in 
England and Scotland, it is difficult to fore­ 
cast. 
It is improbable that the British 
Parliament will be asked to concede home 
rule as the Irish understand it. 
W ith less 
than that it is not at all likely the Irish 
leaders will be content. 


“ W h a t is the matter with the entire 
porker ?” asks the Minneapolis Tribune. 
“If the Dakotans want lotteries, why not 
legalize faro, roulette, chuck-a-luck, flim­ 
flam, gold bricks and green goods ?” Cer­ 
tainly, and why not, if the lottery is 
their 
hearts’ 
desire, 
include 
bunko- 
steering, garroting, pocket-picking, house­ 
breaking and all the other adroit means of 
revenue ?

W a s h in g to n , February 13th.—The At- 
torney-General’s response to the Senate 
resolution asking for information concern­ 
ing the operations of the Circuit Court for 
the Northern District of Florida, laid be­ 
fore the Senate to-day, consists mainly of 
letters from officials of the Court setting 
forth that it is impossible to enforce any 
process of the United States in connection 
with election cases, as the deputies are 
abased, the prisoners rescued, and the wit­ 
nesses terrorized. 
United States Attorney Stripling in a let­ 
ter informs the Attorney-General that C. 
Saddler, the Supervisor of Registration of 
Alachua conntv, pleaded guilty to two in­ 
dictments of refusal to register persons en­ 
titled to registration. His violations of the 
law were flagrant, but in view of nis con­ 
fession of guilt and promises of no repeti­ 
tion, etc., some prominent Republicans, 
Stripling says, importuned him not to press 
the judgment against Saddler until Decem­ 
ber, 1890, he in the meantime to be released 
on $5,000 bail. The purpose of this, the 
District Attorney says, is ultimately to have 
the judgment finally suspended. He rec­ 
ommends the arrangement to be carried 
out. 
Philip Walter, Chief Supervisor of Regis­ 
tration, reports the facts of the Saddler 
case and adds: “I assure yon I put it mild 
when I inform you that over 1,000 Repub­ 
lican votes were thrown out after they 
were cast, and in a little upward of 700 pre­ 
cincts in this State at least 10 per cent, in 
every precinct were kept off the registra­ 
tion list, and thereby deprived of their 
right to vote.” 
In answer to Attorney Stripling’s recom­ 
mendation in regard to Saddler, Attorney- 
General Miller, on the 31st of November, 
1889, wrote: "It does not comport with 
my views of the administration of law that 
one so evidently guilty of so grave a crime 
should entirely escape punishment. 
I 
have submitted your letter to the Presi­ 
dent, who concurs in the view above ex­ 
pressed.”

T H E T A R IF F B IL L . 


T in k erin g W ith T a riff is F o u n d to he a 
B ig Job. 
Washington, February 13th.—The Star 
says: The majority of the Ways and Means 
Committee hope to get their tariff bill into 
the House by the first of March, but it is 
probable that they will not have it ready 
so soon. They are finding some difficulty 
in fixing upon any place where a cut of 
duty can be made. From present indi­ 
cations it seems not likely that there will 
be any redactions of customs duty except 
on sugar, and that on the contrary, in many 
cases, there may be increases. Where ir­ 
regularities and inconsistencies exist, it is 
likely that a correction will be made by in­ 
creasing tbe duties on articles at present 
discriminated against. 
The only material reduction of revenue 
that there seems to be any agreement is 
on tobacco, and whisky used in the arts. 
The sugar question is giving them con­ 
siderable trouble. 
To make up the difler- 
eace to the producers by a bounty does not 
meet with approval of the sugar men, and 
it is possible that the clause will be stricken 
out of the bill in the House or that it may 
finally defeat the whole measare. 
There are understood to be ten Republi­ 
cans in the House who will vote against 
any considerable reduction of the sugar 
tax, and six of them declare that they 
will vote against the entire bill if that 
clause is retained when the question comes 
to be finally voted on in the House. This 
opposition in theii own party perplexes 
the majority of the committee in making 
up the bill.

INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT. 
The House Committee on Patents, by a 
unanimous vote, instructed the Chairman 
of the sub-committee to make a favorable 
report on House bill No. 3914, the interna­ 
tional copyright bill. The bill allows for­ 
eign authors to take out a copyright in the 
United States on the same footing as Amer­ 
icans, providing the typesetting, printing 
and binding is done in the United States. 
The bill is amended to conform to the 
copyright bill now pending in the Senate.

IN THE SENATE. 
W ashington. February 13th.—In th e Senate, 
to-day, on the m otion of Dolph. the Senate hill 
appropriating K.00,000 for a public building in 
Portland. Oregon, was taken from the calendar 
and passed. 
The Senate resum ed consideration o f th e bill 
to provide a tem porary governm ent for O kla­ 
hom a 
th e pending question being Plum b's 
am endm ent to com prise No M an's L and w ithin 
th e new Territory. 
Vest again spoke in favor of th e am endm ent. 
Reagan and Plum b also advocated th e am end­ 
m ent. tbe latter saying th a t th e condition in 
w hich No M an's Land was left was a scandal 
on the legislation ol th e country. He expressed 
am azem ent th a t th e Com m ittee on Territoriea 
had set itself so stroDgly, an d so totally w ithout 
reason, against tb e proposition of its inclusion. 
F inally a vote was taken, resulting ayes 27, 
noes 16—th u s including No M an's Land w ithin 
tbe Territory ol Oklahom a. 
Plum b also offered an am eudm ent to attach 
th e Cherokee outlet to O klahom a for judicial 
purposes. This was rejected after some debate, 
in w hich the discussion ol several days ago as 
to the reporto! the th reat against the Commis­ 
sioners negotiating w ith te e C heiokees was 
gone over again 
Vest offered an am endm ent prohibiting the 
legislative assem bly from authorizing th e issue 
oi any bonds, script or evidence o f debt for any 
purpose, except certificates for services ren ­ 
dered. 
After considerable debate Vest m odified it 
by lim iting th e prohibition to bonds in aid of 
railroads. aDd th e am endm ent was adopted, 
t o m e further form al am endm ents w ere agreed 
to and th e bill passed. The executive sn sio o 
th en adjourned.

MURDERED BY A 
CRANK. 


A Y ou n g W om an F o llo w ed an d K ille d 
by a D isca r d e d L over. 
A R e c o rd - U n io n ’s special from Eureka, 
Cal., published on Sunday last, gave the 
particulars of a tragedy that took place in 
that town. Charles H. Bowden called at 
the residence of J. A. Price, rang the door­ 
bell, and when Mrs. Price opened tbe door 
shot her through the heart and then made 
an ineflectual attempt at suicide. Mrs. Price 
for maDy years lived in El Dorado county, 
and had many friends in Sacramento. The 
Placerville Republican of yesterday gives 
the following history of the unfortunate 
affair: 
About ten years ago the father and 
mother of Mrs. Price came to Garden Val­ 
ley with their family, Lillie, the eldest 
daughter being then about fifteen years 
of age. They were English people and 
Mr. Wilcox usually worked under ground 
in the quartz mines in that part of the 
county. 
Lillie 
possessed 
more 
than 
ordinary musical talent, and as she became 
older devoted a part of her time to teach 
ing music. After her father's death, about 
two years ago, she taught classes at George­ 
town and Grizzly Flat, 
often 
visiting 
Placerville, where she was pursuing musi­ 
cal studies. During this time she became 
acquainted with Bowden, who was super­ 
intending a mine near Garden Valley. 
They finally became engaged. Bowden 
was very jealous and overbearing, and as 
Miss Wilcox discovered his true nature 
she decided that she could not live happily 
with him and broke off the engagement. 
He was frantic for awhile and tried to com­ 
pel her to marry him by making threa’s to 
shoot her. At one time the doors of a resi­ 
dence in Georgetown where Lillie was vis­ 
iting were locked against him on account 
cf these threats, and at another time he 
exhibited a pistol at the Wilcox residence 
in Garden Valley, but Lillie's mother in­ 
duced him to give it up and not make 
trouble. Bowden, in addition to these 
acts, also endeavored to intimidate the girl 
by threatening to delame her character by 
publishing articles in the county news­ 
papers. 
About that time the editor of the Repub­ 
lican received a note from Lillie or Airs. 
Wilcox requesting that nothing of the 
kind should be published. 
Bowden never 
sent anything for publication and probably 
did not intend to, as he evidently expected 
to impose on womanly credulity and in­ 
duce Miss Wilcox to marry him. 
Both Miss Wilcox and Bowden finally 
left the country and she was married to 
Mr. Price, of Eureka, Humboldt county, 
whom she had known for years. Bowden 
had in the meantime been at Donner, 
Placer connty, and at Smartsviile, Yuba 
county, engaged in mining. With the per­ 
sistency of an infatuated crank, he pursued 
her to Eureka and finally killed her. 
Miss Wilcox was a rather handsome and 
intelligent girl, and more than ordinarily 
attrac ive. Bowden is described as a small 
man with a haughty, supercilious manner, 
bat with a good education aud address. 
Mrs. Wilcox, since this eldest daughter’s 
death, is left a widdw at Garden valley 
with three little girls. She Is almost crazed 
with grief, as Lillie was a favorite child. 
The murder has not been entirely unex­ 
pected by parties acquainted with Bowden 
here, as he had repeatedly threatened to 
kill both Miss Wilcox aud himself before 
they left El Dorado county. 


THE EL DORADO ACCIDENT. 


P a r ticu la rs o f W ed n esd a y 's R a ilw a y A c ­ 
c id e n t a t W eb er C reek . 
The following additional particulars of 
the accident to a work train at Weber 
creek, on the Placerville R ail^ad, are ob— 
tained from the El Dorado Republican: 
About 12:45 o’clock p. M. the engiue and 
tender were returning to work, when the 
engineer, George Hanford, lost control of 
the engine on a heavy down grade. He 
reversed his engine and made use of the 
air-brakes, but to no avail, when W. 8. 
Servoss cried to the men to jump. On tbe 
guard were Tom O’Keefe and three strang- 
eis, Patrick Noone, Peter Finsterwalter, 
August Gerding and also J. L. Tennis. 
Finsterwalter and Gerding were 
killed 
outright, the former being caught between 
the trucks of the caboose, which the en­ 
gine struck, and having his head split 
open, while Gerding had his head and 
body mashed and his left foot cnt off. 
When the order was given to jump Tom 
O'Kerfe and J. L Tennis did so, and also 
Noone, but he jumped too late. 
His 
spine, right hip and three fingers of his 
right hand were broken, and he died 
shortly afterwards at. the Connty Hospital, 
where' he was taken after the accident. 
Noone was lately from the East, having 
been but a week in this State. He leaves 
a wife and family in Scranton, Pa. 
When Ihe engine struck no one but 
George Hanford and Pierce Coombes were 
aboard the latter in the tender. They 
were uninjured. Besides these were Will 
Deilv, brakeman; Billy Smith, fireman; 
George Yignaut and Fred Tagtmeier, Jr., 
but all escaped without injury. By the 
force of the collision the caboose was 
lifted off the trucks and thrown twenty- 
five or thirty feet down the hill, being 
pretty well mashed, but alighting right 
side up. The engine is minus the Lead- 
light, bell and smokestack.

CLEAN YOUR ORCHARDS. 


S c a le -In fe c te d T rees A re oil a P a r W ith 
a G la n d cred H o rse. 
[Placervile R epublican, February 13th.] 
Tuere has been much opposition to the 
efforts o( the Horticultural Commissioners 
of this connty by thoEe who having noticed 
that a scale exists on the native bushes and 
shrubs, believe it to be the San Jose scale, 
which is found on fruit trees, and there­ 
fore concluded that it would be useless to 
try to get rid of them, as they would come 
in again from the surrounding thickets. 
Specimens of this pine scale were obtained 
near the Grammar School in Placerville 
last week and forwarded by Commissioner 
Paterson to the Slate Board for inspection. 
In reply he has received the following 
letter: 
San F rancisco, February S, 1S90. 
11. P. Paterson, Secretary County Hoard oj Hor­ 
ticultural 
Commissioners, El Dorado County— 
D ear Sir : Yours of the 5th instant and speci­ 
m ens r,f scale on pine received. The scale on 
the pine is th e com m on pine scale, Chiouaspis 
pbnifdlite, and does not infest fruit trees; it, how ­ 
ever, infests various species of 
pines 
aud 
spruces. T here seem s to be a parasite w orking 
on th is scale, w hich has no doubt kept it in 
check. Yon w ill notice th a t there is a num ber 
of sm all holes in alm ost every ODe, through 
w hich the insect m akes its escape. This is an 
im portant factor, because they are scales of th e 
insect rem aining on the lim bs of several gen­ 
erations, w hich have been destroyed by this 
m inute parasite. Yours truly,

It will be seen from the above that noth­ 
ing is to be feared from this scale, and there 
is probably no danger from those infesting 
Ihe manzanita and other bashes. If some 
one will collect specimens of these varie­ 
ties, we will have them examined by a 
competent 
entomologist, 
to 
determine 
whether they are injurious to fruit trees 
or not. 
It is to be hoped that all onr citizens will 
now go to work cheertully to disinfect the 
orchards. It is a matter of self-preserva­ 
tion. If the scale is not checked, it will 
ruin every orchard in the county, and it is 
unreasonable to blame men for trying to 
save their orchards. If the trees are ne­ 
glected they are sure to die, and if disin­ 
fected in time, they can be protected and a 
crop of fruit secured by spraying. We can­ 
not see why any sensible man should wish 
to retain a scale-infested tree from which 
he gets no fruit any more than he would a 
glandered horse.

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ATTEMPTED ROBBERY. 
NEARLY KNOCKED OUT. 
The Danger to Persons W ho Venture In­ 
side the Present Dives. 
A hard-looking specimen of hum anity, 
calling himself Jack Williams, was before 
the Police Court yesterday for examina­ 
tion on a charge of attempting to rob a 
man of his watch in one of the numerous 
K street dives. 
Frank Ford, an employe at the Pioneer 
Wood Yard, took the stand and testified 
that last Saturday evening, while waiting 
for a chance to get shaved, he went into 
the saloon which adjoins the Western 
Hotel on the west. He was considerably 
intoxicated at the lime. He met the pris­ 
oner in there, and invited him to drink. 
W hen he started to go out W illiams caught 
hold of him and to drag him to the back 
end of the saloon. Ford resisted, and then 
W illiams grabbed at Ford’s gold watch, 
and broke the chain in trying to get it 
away from him. 
Ford said that he was never before so 
badly scared, as he feared not only robbery, 
but personal injury. 
There was also a "charge against W illiams 
and a man named C. W. Merriman of at­ 
tempting to dissuade a witness, the charge 
growing out of and being connected with 
the above-described affair. 
Dick Wallace, who had been charged 
with vagrancy, was brought in as a witness 
against ihem, and the charge against him 
was dismissed. He testified that be met 
Merriman and W illiams in the City Prison 
the night W illiams was arrested, and that 
the latter asked him to write a note for 
him, which witness wrote at his dictation. 
The note was produced in Court, and read 
as follows: 
Tell Billy to be sure and get that party out of 
the way. From 
W illiams. 
M erriman, who was there merely as a 
lodger, was asked to take the note and de­ 
liver it to the proprietor of the saloon ad­ 
joining the Western Hotel. M ertiman said 
he would if it would not get him into 
trouble, and Williams assured him it would 
not.Officer Eldred testified that he had been 
informed a note had been carried by some 
person from the jail to the keeper of the 
saloon, and he soon found the m an (Merri­ 
man), who admitted that he had delivered 
a note at the saloon from W illiams. 
Eldred went back to the saloon, but the 
m an behind the bar said he thought he 
had destroyed the note. Eldred saw him 
fumbling in his vest pocket, and saw some­ 
thing fall to the floor. He went behind 
the bar and picked up the note. 
Merriman stated to the Court that he was 
totally ignorant of the character of the 
note, and was not aware that he was doing 
wrong in conveying the message out of the 
jail. He was discharged. 
W illiam Chrisman, who keeps the saloon, 
testified that he did not see the alleged at­ 
tempt at robbery in his place on Saturday 
evening. There was a scuffle there be­ 
tween Williams and another man, and 
they were ejected. 
Witness admitted having received the 
note from Williams, but swore that he did 
not know what it meant. 
W illiams was held to answer on the 
charge ef attempt to commit robbery, with 
bail in the sum of $2,000. The charge of 
attempting to dissuade a witness was taken 
under advisement by the Court until this 
morning. 
The only weak point in the testimony 
against Williams, in the robbery case, is 
Ford’s inability to swear positively that 
he is the person who attempted to rob 
him ; but there is the testimony of the pro­ 
prietor of the place, and also his wife, to 
the effect that W illiams and Ford did have 
a scuffle in their place, and that Ford did 
at the time accuse W illiams of having 
tried to rob him. 
HELD TO ANSWER. 


Barney Norton Narrowly Escapes a Fol- 
soin Bowlder. 
Barney Norton was not in a very pleas­ 
ant frame of mind when he visited the 
police station yesterday noon. He was de­ 
claiming in somewhat forcible language 
against policeman Campbell, and a reporter 
asked him what was the matter. 
“W hy,” replied Norton, “a young fellow 
named Foster tried to kill me last night, 
and I had a warrant sworn out for his ar­ 
rest, and he hasn't yet been taken in.” 
“Has Campbell the warrant?” he was 
asked. 
“Yes, I am told so, but he is making no 
effort to find Foster.” 
"W here is Foster now?” 
“He is down there along Front street, 
and Campbell is within a few blocks of 
where he is. If they wanted me for any­ 
thing,” he continued, “they’d find me only 
too quick, if they had to go to my bed­ 
room.” 
The reporter asked Norton what was the 
nature of the assault made upon him, and 
he replied that Foster had hurled a 
cobble-stone through his window, and 
that it barely missed him . 
A visit 
to Norton’s saloon on K street, just below 
Second, showed that such an assault had 
been made. The bar-keeper pointed to a 
half-intoxicated young man who was then 
making himself conspicuous inside the sa­ 
loon as the person who threw the stone. 
It appears that the missile was hurled 
through the front window at a late hour 
Wednesday night, carrying away a portion 
of the glass, which is fully a quarter of an 
inch thick, and fell behind the bar close to 
where Norton was standing, he being at 
the time engaged in counting the money 
in his till. The stone struck the floor at 
bis teet, fracturing a heavy glass set in the 
floor. 
The cobble was about eight inches long, 
five or six inches across, and two or three 
inches thick. Had it been thrown a little 
higher, or had Norton been standing a few 
feet nearer the window, it would surely 
have hit him. 
About 3 o’clock in the afternoon officer 
Crump ran across Foster and arrested him . 
The young man was released on a bond.

NO CRIMINAL INTENT. 


VALENTINE'S DAY. 


The Men Supposed to Have Burglarized 
a Hardware Store. 
It will be remembered that about two 
weeks ago the store of Stanton, Thompson 
& Co., on J street, between Third and 
Fourth, was entered by burglars and a 
quantity of goods stolen. Subsequently Jas. 
W illiams and John Miller—or two men 
giving these names—were arrested at Rose­ 
ville, by Constable Lamphrey of that place, 
anji articles resembling those stolen were 
H'eud in the possession of the former. 
Yesterday their cases were called in the 
Police Court for examination on charges of 
burglary. 
The first witness called was W. J. Bowles, 
a salesman with Stanton, Thompson & Co., 
who testified that the store had been bur­ 
glarized about the 29th of last month, and 
a num ber of knives, razors, revolvers, etc., 
stolen. Several articles of this kind, found 
on Williams, were shown the witness, who 
testified that they were of the same classes 
of goods as that stolen from the store, but 
he could not swear that they were the same. 
Constable Lamphrey, of Roseville, testi­ 
fied that he arrested the defendants near 
that village on the 3d of February. Will­ 
iams had four razors, several knives and a 
saw-blade in his possession. The prisoner 
told witness he was a blacksmith, and had 
purchased them in Sacramento. Later on 
he said the articles had been given to him 
by a man in the Lafayette saloon, and Mil­ 
ler told a similar story. 
F. F. Thompson, of the firm whose store 
was robbed, testified as to the facts of the 
burglary, and that the goods taken from 
W illiams were of the same class as had 
been stolen from the store. 
Police Captain Karcher testified that 
W illiams told him the property was given 
him (Williams) in the Lafayette saloon. 
The saw-blade was concealed beneath 
W illiams’ shirt, and suspended by a cord 
from his neck. Witness said he had visited 
every hardware store in the city, and dis­ 
covered that Stanton, Thompson & Co. was 
the only firm that carried the same kind 
of knives, and but one other had the same 
brand of razors. None of them had re­ 
cently lost any goods. 
Williams then made a briet statement, 
testifying that the articles had been given 
him by a stranger in the Lafayette saloon. 
Miller, who is probably only 16 or 17 
years of age, testified that he saw the ar­ 
ticles given to Williams. They both left 
the city to seek employment shoveling 
snow in the mountains. He had served 
forty days in jail for vagrancy, and had 
been out of jail but a day or two when he 
fell in with Williams. 
The prisoners were held to answer, and 
bail fixed at $3,000 in each case.

A GARDEN HOSE. 


They Raid a Saloon and H elp Them ­ 
selves to Choice Cigars, 
It was after midnight Wednesday night 
when George Wisseman closed his saloon on 
Fourth street, between J and K, and when 
the place was opened yesterday morning it 
was found that it bad been raided by 
burglars. 
The thieves gained entrance by prying 
open the doors with iron bars. They ran­ 
sacked the saloon pretty thoroughly, and 
took about five dollars in change from the 
cash register. They also made a desperate 
raid on Wisseman’s stock of cigars, and the 
result of their operations showed that they 
were connoisseurs in that line. 
Such brands as ordinary everyday people 
are oontent to smoke they thrust one side, 
and confined their attention to “H um ­ 
boldts” and like brands. Of these several 
hundred were stolen. 
OTHEB PLACES RAIDED. 
Burglars also visited tbe J street sales­ 
room of the Capital Furniture Company, 
where the contents of the counting-room 
were overhauled, and scattered about pro­ 
miscuously. An attempt was also made 
upon the safe, but it was not successfully 
carried out. Less than a dollar in small 
change was found and appropriated. The 
rear door was found unbarred, and the 
supposition is that the thief had entered 
the store during the day and secreted him ­ 
self among the furniture. 
One of the bar-keepers employed at the 
Play, a saloon in the Metropolitan Theater 
building, reports thst he was awakened 
during the "ight by a noise as of somebody 
trying to effect an entrance to the saloon, 
but on his getting up the burglar or burg­ 
lars left.

Its Prompt Use Prevents a Disastrous 
Conflagration. 
Considerable excitement was created yes­ 
terday afternoon about half-past 3 o’clock 
when the fire-bells announced an alarm 
from Ninth and L streets. A strong north 
wind was blowing, and as most of the 
buildings in that neighborhood are of wood 
it was feared that a disastrous fire would 
result. 
Fortunately, however, it was not allowed 
to gain any headway. The fire was dis­ 
covered in the roof of a small cottage at 
812 L street, occupied by John Dressier, 
and, although the fire department re­ 
sponded promptly, its services were not re­ 
quired, as the fire had been extinguished 
by the aid of a garden hose. There had 
been no fire in the house since morning, 
and how the roof became ignited is a 
mystery. 
Had "the fire got a good start, serious loss 
would doubtless have resulted. 


Their Caprices Described by Sergeant 
Barwick in His Own Way. 
As was reported in yesterday’s R kcord- 
U kion that high winds usually follow a 
rapid fall in tbe barometer, tbe truth of tbe 
assertion was most unpleasantly verified as 
the shades of night fell upon the earth. 
Tbe darkness deepened rapidly, the wind- 
velocity was hightened, and made pedes- 
trianism during the early evening hours 
most unpleasant indeed. The Signal Serv­ 
ice reports show that as tbe barometer be­ 
gan rising the wind increased in velocity. 
From 7 o’clock p. m. on Wednesday to 
midnight there was 77 miles, and from 
midnight to 8 a. m. yesterday there was 144 
miles, and still blowing a gale. 
The wind traveled from midnight on 
Wednesday up to noon yesterday from 24 
to 34 miles per hour, reaching a maximum 
velocity of 36, and an extreme velocity of 
48 miles per hour on numerous occasions 
during the twenty hours of the blow. It 
was an unpleasant one, very much so, in­ 
deed, owing to the great accumulation of 
dust upon the streets, which was drifted 
and blown in every conceivable hole and 
corner that could be found large enough to 
admit an atom. 
The wind-storm was general over the 
central and northern portions of this val­ 
ley, and no doubt extended well south into 
the 8an Joaquin valley also. 
The barometer began falling again yes­ 
terday forenoon, and the wind’s velocity 
noticeably decreased, showing with what 
precision the two work in unison. 
During the night of the blow the barom­ 
eter rose from 36.06 inches to30.10, and fell 
again yesterday evening at 5 p. m. to 30.05 
inches. 
The temperatures at 5 a. m . and 5 p. m . 
were 44° and 51°, and the dew-point 32° 
and 27°, which was the cause of the cold­ 
ness of the wind. The highest and lowest 
temperatures yesterday were 52° and 44°. 
while for the same date last year it was 67” 
and 44°, and one year ago to-day 54° and 
41°, with cloudy weather prevailing.

BRIEF NOTES. 


The Charge Against Postmaster Burton 
of Sierra City Dismissed. 
In the United States District Court in 
San Francisco yesterday before Judge Hoff­ 
man, on motion of United States District 
Attorney Carey, a nolle prosequi was en­ 
tered in the case of the United States vs. 
S. T. Barton, Postmaster of the Sierra Val­ 
ley Postoffice, in Sierra City, Sierra county. 
The case against Burton, and upon which 
an indictment was found by the United 
States Grand Jury in 1888, was based on 
the grounds that he embezzled $2,443 75 of 
the postal money order funds intrusted to 
him as Postmaster. The money alleged to 
have been taken by Burton was in his pos­ 
session, and as there was some little time 
elapsing before it should be forwarded to 
Washington, he yielded to the demand of 
friends and loaned tbe money, expecting 
to receive it back in time to forward it to 
the proper authorities. 
His expectations were far from correct, 
as his friends, after securing the money, 
did not pay up with the promptness that 
they stated they would when borrowing 
the coin. As a result, Burton could not 
forward the money and he was arrested, 
but was released on bonds. 
A short time afterward an indictment 
was fonnd against him, and on being ar­ 
raigned he pleaded not guilty. During 
these trying times the true friends of the 
Postmaster rallied to his aid and made 
good the deficiency and sent it on to Wash­ 
ington. A petition was also sent to the 
President, asking that the matter be not 
prosecuted, as there was no intention on 
the part of Burton to embezzle the money. 
The matter was referred by the Presi­ 
dent to the Postmaster-General, who made 
a recommendation that no guilty intent on 
the part of Burton was visible, and as he 
was the victim of misfortune more than 
anything else, it would be good policy to 
allow the matter to rest. Tbe Government 
had received its money, and it was not the 
idea to punish persons for crime when no 
evidence could be presented that would 
tend to prove any guilty intent. 
In justice to Postmaster BurtoD, it is 
stated that he has been the Postmaster at 
Sierra City for fifteen years, and is re­ 
spected throughout the entire county. He 
is also a leading citizen and the father of a 
large fam ily. In reciting the facts above 
stated District Attorney Carey was of the 
opinion that the existing state of affairs 
did not warrant a prosecution of the case, 
and his motion for a nolle prosequi was 
agreed to by the Court.
